Three months of the Association 
year remain as the deadline for this 
issue is met. Within that period all of 
the committees will no doubt accom- 
plish much in fulfilling the respon- 
sibilities assigned to them. Workshops 
will be held, the recruitment brochure 
will be published, questionaries will be 
processed, and by the middle of Feb- 
ruary, it is to be hoped that Recruit- 
ment and Professional Education will 
have received quite a boost in Florida. 


One general session at our meeting 
will be devoted to summing up these 
activities and to considering future 


goals.

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Much of the interest and energy of 
the librarians of the state will for the 
next few months be devoted to the 
coming of ALA to Florida. Committees 
on local arrangements have been ap- 
pointed. Mr. John S. Richards, presi- 
dent of ALA, has been in Miami Beach 
visiting the people and institutions in- 
volved in preparations for the June 
17-23 meeting. Mr. David Clift, Execu- 
tive Secretary of ALA, and Mrs. Or- 
cena Mahoney, Executive Secretary of 
the ALA Division of Cataloging and 
Classification, will attend FLA. One 
general session will be devoted to ac- 
quainting FLA members with the or- 
ganization and functions of ALA and 
with a discussion of the plans for the 
Miami Beach convention. 

The Executive Board voted that FLA 
should maintain a hospitality booth in 
the Exhibits area at ALA, and that a 
special issue of FLORIDA LIBRARIES 
be planned. No doubt other means of 
participation will come out of the dis- 
cussions at FLA. 

We hope to have met all of the 
stipulations of ALA for applying for 
chapter redesignation by the time of the 
ALA Midwinter Conference the last 
of January. The Florida State Library 
Association withdrew their application 
and voted to endorse the application of 
FLA as the one chapter which ALA 
would permit in Florida. The proper 
percentage of ALA members in the 
state approved of FLA’s application. 
The big stumbling block was the fact 
that the ALA Constitution Committee 
could not approve our Constitution and 
By-laws, since they contained no pro- 
vision for affiliation with ALA, for 
representation on the ALA Council, or 
for the election of such a representative. 

The Executive Board approved a 
proposed amendment to the By-laws. 
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If a majority of the FLA members vot- 
ing by mail favor the amendment, it 
is hoped that we will have met the re- 
quirements and that our application “ 
will be approved at the 1956 Mid. | 
winter Conference. If not, FLA will 
not be permitted to have a vote in the 
ALA Council after that date. 

The tentative program for the an- 
nual meeting is included in this issue. 
Each of the chairmen of the Sections 
and Roundtables has spent much time 
and effort in program planning. The 
line-up is so attractive that it will be 
difficult to forego the other meetings 
while being loyal to one’s own section. 
As you can see, we will have as our 
guests some very distinguished speakers. 
We hope that their willingness to ap- 
pear will be rewarded by a large 
attendance. 

Two details of the program are 
somewhat different from the schedules 
of recent years: first, a definite time set 
aside on Friday afternoon for visiting 
the exhibits; and second, a single book 
review session on Saturday morning, so 
that reviews of both adult and chil- 
dren’s books may be enjoyed by all. 

The Duval County Library Associa- 
tion is planning a reception for the 
FLA members and guests — a hospit- 
able gesture which is much appreciated.

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Amendments to Constitution and By-Laws 


The Constitution Committee of the 
Florida Library Association recom- 
mends the following amendments to 
the FLA Constitution. Some of these 
changes will be made by mail vote 
while others will be acted on at the 
annual Convention in February. 

I. With reference to Article III, Mem- 
bership: 


A. Section I: 

1. Amend by inserting the words or 
interested in between “engaged 
in” and “library work.” 

2. Amend by deleting: “Other per- 
sons or institutions interested in 
library work or allied educational 
work may become associate mem- 
bers by payment of the regular 
dues, but do not have the privi- 
leges of voting or taking active 
part in the business sessions.” 

Section I, if amended, will read: 

Any person or institution actively en- 

gaged in or interested in library work 

in Florida may become an active mem- 
ber of the Association by paying the 
annual dues. 

Reason for suggesting change: 

1. To make eligible for active member- 
ship those individuals who were eli- 
gible to hold associate memberships 
prior to elimination of this category 
of members. 

2. The category associate members has 
been deleted from the By-Laws. 


B. Section 2: 

1. Amend by deleting “but who are 
not at the time actively engaged in 
library work in the State” from be- 
tween “library interests in the 
State” and “may be elected hon- 
orary members” and repoint this 
paragraph as Section 2a. 

2. Amend by adding as (b): 
Honorary members shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and privi- 
leges of membership and shall be 
exempt from the payment of dues. 

Section 2, if amended, will read: 

(a) On nomination of the Executive 
Board, persons who have rendered 
important services to the library 
interests in the State may be elect- 


ed honorary members by unani- 
mous vote at any Annual Meeting 
of the Association. 


(b) Honorary members shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and privi- 
leges of membership and shall be 


exempt from payment of dues. 
Reason for suggesting change: 


(a) In order not to make retirement a 
requisite for honoring outstanding 
sons and daughters. 


(b) To define privileges of honorary 
members. 


C. Section 3: 


Amend by deleting entire Section: 

Section 3: On payment of the re- 
quired fee, any individual or insti- 
tution member may become a life 
member exempt from annual dues. 
Life membership fees shall be in- 
vested by the Executive Board and 
held as a permanent endowment 
fund. 

Reason for change: 

The category Life Members has been 

dropped from By-Laws. 


The Constitution Committee of the 
Florida Library Association recom- 
mends to the Executive Board the 
following changes in the FLA By- 
Laws: 

A. Amend by adding: to Article I of a 

Section 1 (d): 

(d) Life Members 
Members of this association who 
became Life Members under a by- 
law now repealed shall have the 
rights and privileges of member- 
ship in this association during their 
life-times without payment of ad- 
ditional dues. 

Reason for change: To keep faith with 
present life members. 


B. With reference to Article III, Sec- 
tion 4: 
Amend by deleting entire section: 
Associate members may become 
members of a division upon pay- 
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ment of an additional 35-cent fee 
in addition to payment of regular 
dues, such fees to be included in 
the allotments to the division 
designated. 


Reason for change: The category Asso- 
ciate Members has been dropped 
from ByLaws. 


C. With reference to Article II, Sec- 
tion 5: 


Amend by substituting _ italicized 
words in 1 for the italicized 
words in 2. 


1. For any member who becomes a 
life member after the adoption of 
this section the Executive Board 
shall, during the life-time of such 
member, allot 35 cents annually 
to the division expressly designat- 
ed by such members, which desig- 
nation may be changed from year 
to year. 

To read: 


2. For any member who became a 

life member during the period that 

such membership was provided 

for, the Executive Board shall, 

during the life-time of such mem- 

ber, allot 35 cents annually to the’ 
division designated by such mem- 

ber, which designation may be 

changed from year to year. 


Reason for change: To take care of 
commitment of the Association to 
members in a category no longer in 
existence. 


D. With reference to Article IV, Sec- 
tion 1 


Amend by substituting the italicized 
words in 1. for italicized words in 2. 
1. Not less than one month before 
each Annual Meeting the Execu- 
tive Board shall appoint a commit- 
tee of five on nominations, which 
shall report at the first session of 
each meeting. The nominating 
committee shall propose two 
names for each elective office or

IN RECENT YEARS many undergraduate 
colleges have instituted programs for 
training school librarians. Some pro- 
grams are organized in liberal arts col- 
leges, some are associated with colleges 
or departments of education and others 
are under the administration of college 
or university libraries. Almost all pro- 
grams are designed to meet certification 
programs of state departments of edu- 
cation and, consequently, must provide 
for courses in library internship or li- 
brary practice. The library internship 
experience often follows the pattern 
set by colleges of education for students 
in internship teaching. Since most 
schools or departments of education 
have already established procedures for 
placing students in school centers and 
length of internship experience, depart- 
ments of library service depend on ex- 
isting programs for teachers for this 
part of the work. 


This paper answers the need for 
some type of plan for library intern- 
ship experience designed for the train- 
ing of school librarians. It aims to 
guide persons who supervise the prac- 





Students study school library quarters and equipment and plane effective ar- 


tice (at the university and on the field) 
and student internees during an entire 
semester of field work. Specifically, it 
aims to guide those responsible for di- 
recting the experience and those who 
are required to present evidence of such 
by way of transcripts to state depart- 
ments of education. The organization 
of the paper includes (1) a general 
plan for library internship, (2) sugges- 
tions for implementing the experience, 
and (3) an item check-list analysis for 
evaluating the library internship pro- 
gram. 

It is generally agreed that training 
in school library service on the under- 
graduate level includes objectives in- 
volving (1) understanding of the li- 
brary as a social and educational insti- 
tution; (2) knowledge of materials, 
their evaluation, use, and content; (3) 
comprehension of purposes of schools 
and the role of libraries in modern 
schools; (4) understanding of children 
and young people and the contribution 
of libraries to their development; (5) 
understanding of principles and prac- 
tices of school library administration 


rangements by the use of a miniature library.

and organization; (6) background in- 
formation sufficient to provide initial 
training incidental to admission to 
graduate study; and (7) awareness of 
the professional role and responsibility 
of school librarians to total school pro- 
grams. If the library internship experi- 
ence is to serve as an initial “proving 
ground” to determine the extent to 
which a department of library service 
has satisfactorily realized its objectives 
or to further strengthen a student's 
knowledge through practical experi- 
ence in a desirable school situation, a 
program of library internship planned 
around the stated objectives and con- 
taining evaluative instruments to check 


the effectiveness of the experience 
should be effected. 


General Plan 


The period of library internship in 
the undergraduate college like that of 
internship teaching covers a full se- 
mester divided into three sequences: 
pre-field work of four weeks, field work 
of eight weeks, and post-field work of 
four weeks. 


Pre-field W ork Experience 


During the first four weeks of the 
semester while the student librarian 
prepares herself for her field work, the 
departmental supervisor and the super- 
vising librarian set in motion plans to 
help the internee do a satisfactory pre- 
service job. 


Student Preparation 

The first four weeks all library in- 
ternship students remain on the cam- 
pus and spend 15 hours a week in read- 
ing, discussions, visits to libraries, proj- 
ects and problems and other activities 
incidental to planning for library field 
work. The student exhausts all types 
of library literature to help her organ- 
ize an expansible file to be used for 
professional reference guide during the 
field work experience. The student is 
required to follow through the follow- 
ing plan during the first four weeks. 

1. Make an item analysis of skills and 


knowledge generally needed by school 
librarians.

2.Take an “inventory” of her facility 

with skills and knowledge of libra- 

rianship. 

3. Formulate an outline of library skills 
and knowledge and organize an ex- 
pansible file based on the procedures 
involved in performing the skills. 

.Plan and conduct group discussions 
on these problems and relate them to 
her forthcoming experience. 

. Visit libraries in the locality and ob- 
serve organizational and administrative 
practices in relation to the theories 
and practices of school librarianship. 

6. Examine her professional collection of 
books and materials and decide wheth- 
er she has the essential professional 
tools for embarking on her chosen 
profession or whether she should pur- 
chase other books which she lacks and 
feels that she will need. 

. Plan a series of units or lessons on the 
use of books and libraries which may 
be used in instructing students of the 
secondary and elementary school level. 

During this period students make ex- 

tensive use of a miniature library for 

studying problems related to school 
library quarters and equipment. 

Pre-internship Communication 

Before a student leaves for intern- 

ship, the Department dispatches the 

following communication. 

(1) A letter of introduction about the 
student indicating strong points and 
points on which the student will 
need special assistance. 

(2) List of skills and knowledge com- 
piled by students. 

(3) Material to be used in evaluating 
student’s internship experience. 


Field Work Experience 

Introduction into the library work 
should be a gradual one, progressing 
according to the following lines: (1) 
orientation and observation for one 
weeks; (3) full time librarian for four 
weeks; and (4) devoting the final 
week to a special project suggested by 
the internee or the supervising librarian. 
Orientation and Observation 

During the period of orientation and 
observation, the library internee 

1. Observes the policies and practices of 

the directing librarian. 
2. Familiarizes herself with the school 


program and the role of the library 
therein.

3. Familiarizes herself with the organ- 
ization and administration of the li- 
brary. 

4. Observes the procedures for technical 
operation of the library; circulation 
system, reference; cataloging and 
classification procedures; library guid- 
ance of students; work with teachers 
and other activities of the librarian. 

5. Examines units of instruction on 
teaching the use of books and libra- 
ries. 

6.Plans with supervising librarian a 
series of units which she will teach 
on the use of books and libraries. 

7. Observes schedule of librarian and 
plans her schedule for the entire four- 
week period during which she is in 
charge. 

8. Consults the supervising librarian and 
together decide on a special project to 
which the internee will devote the 
last week toward completing. 


Conducting Conferences 


In addition to the three conferences 
planned during the orientation and ob- 
servation period, other conferences 
should be planned as often as neces- 
sary, although the number of confer- 
ences held is left to the discretion of 


the supervising librarian. 

Conferences with internees should 

provide the following experiences: 

1. Helping internee understand the pro- 
gram of the school and the role of 
the library. 

2. Orientating internee into the routine 
of library activities. 

3. Helping internee prepare a schedule 
for his internship experience. 

4.Planning visits of internee to other 

library centers. 

. Showing internee how things are done 

in the particular library and noting 

differences applicable to other situa- 
tions. 

6. Acquainting internee with facilities of 
library and indicating other sources 
available to him (public and other 
libraries ) . 

7. Indicating that although the internee 
is still in college, she must assume 
full adult role in the school. She is

expected to conform to the mores of 
the school community.

The Executive Board of the Florida 
Library Association met in the Univer- 
sity of Florida Library at 10:00 A. M. 
Saturday, October 29, 1955, with Miss 
Elizabeth Peeler, President, presiding.

and the mail vote overwhelmingly 
favored FLA chapter status. However, 
the FLA constitution and by-laws have 
no provision either for affiliation with 
ALA or for the election of a councilor. 
Therefore, the FLA constitution and 
by-laws must be amended before ALA 
Midwinter if FLA is to become a chap- 
ter of ALA. The Constitution Commit- 
tee presented the changes needed to be 
made in the FLA by-laws in order to 
make it possible for FLA to become a 
chapter of FLA. 


Mr. Bryant moved that the proposed 
changes in the FLA by-laws be accepted 
by the Executive Board and presented 
to the membership for a mail vote. The 
motion was seconded by Dr. Shores and 
it was adopted. The Executive Secre- 
tary was then instructed to conduct the 
mail vote of the membership. 


Mr. Bryant explained the change in 
the format of Florida Libraries. He was 
commended on the improved appear- 
ance with the change to letter press, 
and it was moved and seconded that the 
expenses of the change be approved. 
The motion was adopted. 


It was moved and seconded and ap- 
proved that the Constitutional Commit- 
tee be commended on their work and 
that the Constitutional Committee con- 
sider certain additional changes to the 
constitution and to the by-laws. The 
changes to the by-laws were as follows:

It was moved and seconded that FLA 
have a hospitality booth at the ALA an- 
nual convention in Miami Beach, with 
a pictorial display of Florida libraries. 
The motion was adopted. 


It was moved and seconded that a 
special June issue of Florida Libraries 
be produced with the theme the ALA 
Convention, and distributed free to con- 
vention members. The motion was 


adopted. 


It was moved that $50 be appropri- 
ated for a special advertising manager 
for the special June issue of Florida 
Libraries. The motion was seconded 
and it was adopted. 


Miss Peeler then presented the pro- 
gram for the FLA annual convention 
and explained some of the difficulties 
encountered in attempting to procure 
speakers without funds with which to 
do so. 


It was moved and seconded that the 
registration fees of the previous FLA 
convention be earmarked for the con- 
vention program of the coming year, to 
become effective next year, and that 
additional expenses for each convention 
be authorized by the Executive Board. 
The motion was adopted. 


It was moved that the Executive 
Board approve the payment for the 
guest tickets for the President's dinner 
at the FLA convention. The motion 
was seconded and it was adopted. 


It was moved, seconded, and adopted 
that a reception be held for the Ex- 
hibitors at the convention. 


The Executive Secretary was instruct- 
ed to invite other library associations 
to attend the FLA annual convention. 


It was moved and seconded that $55 
be made available for printing 3000 
copies of one recruitment brochure pre- 
pared by Miss Aughe. The motion was 
adopted. 


The adoption of a resolution for a 
Trustee Citation was moved, seconded 
and approved. It was further moved 
that the Trustee Citation Committee 
be authorized to act under this resolu- 
tion this year and that $10 be appro- 
priated for expenses. The motion was 
seconded and adopted. 


It was moved and seconded that the 
Executive Board make a reccommenda- 
tion for an honorary membership to an 
outstanding FLA member. The motion 
was adopted. 


It was moved and seconded that the 
Executive Board authorize the presi- 
dent, councilor, and executive secretary 


to attend ALA conventions to represent 
FLA and that these individuals be en- 
couraged to apply for such financial 
assistance as they need. The total 
amount appropriated for any one ALA 
convention is $150. The motion was 
adopted. 


A report of the Bohnenberger Fund 
was presented and it was referred back 
to the committee for further study. 


The meeting was adjourned at 3:30

THE UNION CATALOG 
OF FLORIDIANA 
by DELLA F. NORTHEY 


THIS PROJECT owes its beginning to 
the fact that A. J. Hanna, who had 
accumulated a mass of notes and fer- 
erences about Florida, was eager to 
make all this material which had been 
hard to find, easily available to others 
who might be interested. He was sure 
there should be some method, but had 
no definite plans. 


Finally, a Union Catalog of Floridi- 
accumulated a mass of notes and ref- 
ana was established at Rollins in the 
spring of 1937, by Dr. Hamilton Holt 
then president of Rollins College. Dr. 
Alfred Hasbrouck, a student of Spanish 
American History and a member of the 
faculty was appointed director. Three 
men were intensely interested; no one 
knew just how to plan the work and 
work the plan. 


It was at this time that the present 
editor of the Union Catalog of Floridi- 
ana appeared upon the scene, not as a 
promoter or a librarian, but as.a chance 
caller on Mr. Yust whom she had 
known in library circles. “Della, 
wouldn’t you like a job?” he inquired 
and before a reply could be given, the 
phone was seized and “I’ve found just 
the right person for that job of yours, 
Fred. I'll send her over.” As a result, 
the first work on the Union Catalog 
was begun within the next few days. 
Soon after Dr. Hasbrouck resigned be- 
cause of pressure of other work. 

A good sized shipment of cards had 
already been received from the Library 
of Congress followed by those from the 
Jacksonville Public Library, the Florida 
Historical Library and the Florida Col- 
lege for Women, Tallahassee. These 
cards formed the nucleus of the present 
Union Catalog of Floridiana. 

From the beginning this has been a 
co-operative project by librarians, histo- 
rians and others who are interested in 
the field. To that end, we contacted 
the larger libraries in the country that 
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we thought would have Floridiana 
holdings. It was well known that most 
of the information we wished was to be 
found outside the state. The co-opera- 
tion of these libraries is a matter of 
record. There were no refusals. We 
have holdings from the Library of 
Congress, John Cather Brown Library, 
Clements Library of the University of 
Michigan, the John Newberry Library, 
Chicago, etc. including the libraries in 
France, England, Spain, Mexico and 


Cuba. 


There are two objectives: (1) To list 
all existing records, published and un- 
published, about Florida. (2) To in- 
dicate the location of such material. All 
entries are about Florida. Florida 
authors are not included unless the 
material is about Florida. 


The Union Catalog is a dictionary 
catalog, but it does not claim to be 
Exhibit No. 1 so far as form is con- 
cerned. As cards were received, if they 
answered the purpose, they were used. 


The Union Catalog has gone through 
many vicissitudes, moved from place to 
place during the absence of the editor 
and always lack of funds. Since the 
erection of Mills Memorial Library it 
has sat long last found a permanent 
home and an editor. 


There is still much to be done, and it 
is believed that the Union Catalog is 
destined to become the most definitive 
record of its kind in existence. 

Our current projects are as follows: 
1. Florida Attractions. File to include 

the name, the kind, and the location 

of attraction. We have to date over 
1000 entries. 

2. Children’s books on Florida. 

3. Exhibits: January, The Seminole In- 
dians; May, Rare Floridiana. 

You can help by sending lists of 
Rare Floridiana, References and relics 
of the Seminoles, Children’s books on 
Florida.

LIBRARY BUILDING is booming! By 
now it is widely known that the last 
Florida legislature appropriated money 
for several public junior college li- 
braries. This is wonderful news for all 
of the fortunate recipients as well as for 
all of those interested in the growth 
of library-service in our State. 


Ruth Kent, Librarian of Pensacola 
Junior College, informs us that this is 
the fastest growing junior college in 
the state, and boasts of two new library 
acquisitions; a new librarian, Julia Pitts, 
and the money for a new library build- 
ing.

S.) from George Peabody College for 
Teachers, comes from East Tennessee 
State College at Johnson City, Tennes- 
see, where she served as circulation li- 
brarian for the last five years.

It is 
hoped that the buildings will be fin- 
ished by 1957.

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RESEARCH RESOURCES IN THE 
GEORGIA-FLORIDA LIBRARIES 
OF SIRF

Since 1954 the Georgia-Florida Com- 
mittee for Planning Research Library 
Cooperation has been at work explor- 
ing the possibilities of library coopera- 
tion among six universities in Florida 
and Georgia: Emory University, Florida 
State University, Georgia Institute of 
Technology, and the Universities of 
Georgia, Florida and Miami. This com- 
mittee and its successor, The South- 
eastern Interlibrary Research Facility, 
have produced within this year, the re- 
sults of two studies carried on by 
Richard Harwell, its director. The first 
project resulted in the Union List of 
Serial Holdings in Chemistry and 
Allied Fields at Emory University, The 


Georgia Institute of Technology, Flor- 
ida State University, The University of 
Florida, The University of Georgia, 
and the University of Miami, which 
was published in July, and which will 
assist the librarians in the region in the 
location of chemistry periodicals for 
interlibrary lending. 


Research Resources in the Georgia- 
Florida Libraries of SIRF, the result 
of the second project, is an attempt 
to provide a “brief index to the re- 
sources” of the cooperating libraries. 
Any program for cooperative planning 
within a region presupposes a knowl- 
edge of the materials in that region, and 
therefore, any attempt to present in- 
formation concerning library strengths 
and weaknesses, special collections, 
serial holdings, etc., should be encour- 
aged as added links in the chain of 
knowledge of the resources of that area. 


RESEARCH RESOURCES should prove 
useful for interlibrary lending. The 
lists of periodicals in the various 
disciples, with a record of the hold- 
ings of the six libraries, may furnish 
locational information not otherwise 


readily available and may therefore 
stimulate the borrowing of materials 
within the region. 


While this factor alone will give to 
the publication a certain amount of use- 
fulness, it would appear to the reviewer 
that greater usefulness could have been 
attained by a better organization of the 
information within the outline as set 
up, and by a more judicious selection of 
titles. For example, in the section on 
bibliographies, there is the statement 
that Georgia Tech has the DEUTSCHE 
disciplines, with a record of the hold- 
BUCHERVERZEICHNIS and the Frank- 
fort am Main BIBLIOTHEK (1948- 
1950), the latter probably referring to 
the BIBLIOGRAPHIE DER DEUTSCHEN 
BIBLIOTHEK which was published from 
1947-1952.

But these two titles are 


graphy of Germany, which includes 
the Kayser, Heinsius, Hinvichs, as 
well as the Frankfurt and the Leipzig 
publications for current German ma- 
terials published in the East and West 
Zones. In another page, it is noted 
that Georgia has the DANIA POLY- 
GLOTTA which includes publications 
for the years 1901-1944, but what 
library has the DANSK BOGFORTEG- 
NELSE for earlier material or the 
DANIA POLYGLOTTA from 1944 to the 
present? Would it not be more useful 
to know which libraries have adequate 
bibliographical coverage of specific 
countries rather than to know of 
isolated titles? 


Some subject bibliographies which 
are used together for complete biblio- 
graphical coverage of an area or a sub- 
ject, have been separated in this report. 
For example, in the bibliography sec- 
tion, Oskar Nachod’s BIBLIOGRAPHY 
OF THE JAPANESE EMPIRE, 1906- 
1926, is reported to be in Athens, while 
in the chapter on history Wenckstein’s 
BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE JAPANESE EM- 
PIRE covering the earlier years, is 
located at FSU. This type of reporting 
tends toward confusion, for in reading 
either section, one is amazed at the in- 
adequacies of the libraries in this re- 
spect, since to have the Nachod and not 
the Wenckstein is, bibliographically 
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speaking, to have one shoe on and the 
other at the shoemaker’s. 


In his “Introductory,” Richard Har- 
well makes the following statement: 
“That a title is cited as being in a par- 
ticular library is not necessarily an indi- 
cation that it is not in other libraries 
within the Georgia-Florida group.” 
This must be kept, in mind throughout 
every page of the report, and, even with 
this caution, it is startling to see that 


Georgia alone is reported having 
Eitners Biographisch-Bibliographisches 
Quellen-Lexikon Der Musiker, Florida 
and FSU for Handbuch Der Physik, 
Georgia Tech for the Engineering In- 
dex prepublication cards and the Béb- 
liographie Der Deutschen Zeitschriften- 
Literatur, to mention a few examples. 
Might it not have been feasible to rec- 
ord more of the titles which only one 
library had, or to record all libraries 
having the titles important enough to 
list as “research resources”? 


The creation of a profile survey of six 
growing libraries is a tremendous task 
requiring a vast amount of time and 
effort. That Mr. Harwell has devoted 
himself with diligence to this project is 
evidenced by the multitude of facts 
assembled in RESEARCH RESOURCES. 
Particular attention might be called to 
the section dealing with History which 
reflects the author’s competency in ‘this 
subject field. The descriptions of the 
special collections such as ‘the Mc- 
Gregor, the Mark F. Boyd, the Keith 
M. Read, the Yonge Library, and others, 
will give to librarians in this region, a 
better grasp of the contents of the 
Georgia-Florida libraries. 


It is my hope that the Southeastern 
Interlibrary Research Facility will con- 
tinue to investigate the research re- 
sources of the libraries within this co- 
operative project, and disseminate this 
information through published reports.

MIAMI PUBLIC LIBRARY'S activities 
which slowed down to a jog trot this 
summer speeded up to full stride this 


fall. In November our summer movie 
program Armchair Holidays was te- 
placed by Potpourri, a combination 
feature picture and travelogue pro- 
gram; the children’s summer reading 
club Books Take You Anywhere ended, 
and the Saturday story hours resumed. 
The monthly cultural nights co-spon- 
sored with the Alianza Inter-americana 
continued, and for the third year, a 
course in Landscape Design taught by 
P. Raymond Plumer, superintendent of 
the City of Miami Parks was resumed. 
The Music Workshop which had been 
inaugurated in the spring with Hilda 
Steuerman, internationally known Vien- 
nese concert pianist and teacher, is again 
being offered in response to a petition 
and many letters from her more-than 
satisfied students. And, as Mrs. Steuer- 
man felt that new students should not 
have to attend the advanced class, a 
beginners class is being taught earlier 
the same evening. 


The Florida Author Night series be- 
gan with a panel discussion of Is There 
Too Much Violence in Modern Fiction 
featuring Frederic Wakeman, author of 
The Hucksters, and the recently pub- 
lished The Fabulous Train. The stimu- 
lating discussion plus the lively audi- 
ence participation augurs well for the 
fifth year of this series which will pre- 
sent, during the season, such authors as 
Vivian Laramore Rader, Florida’s Poet 
Laureate; Don Tracy, author of Caro- 
lina Corsair and Day Keene, who have 
written more than thirty originals for

the publishers of paper-backed books. 


As usual, Great Books Discussion 
Groups meet each Monday night; this 
year, the first and third year groups 
are held in the Main Library. The 
monthly Film Council of America Pre- 
views are again being shown to pro- 
gram chairman and people interested 
in the best in educational films. One 
new program has been added—a 
monthly series co-sponsored with the 
Tropical Audubon Society which fea- 
tures speakers and films. 


As the overall program is practically 
the same as last year’s, it can more-or- 
less, be taken in our stride. But what 
of other activities which seem insur- 
mountable obstacles like the increasing 
number of requests for book reviews? 
These, too, are important, as many 
people not acquainted with library serv- 
ices are often contacted in this way, but 
they do a great deal of preparation for 
which no library time is available. 


Two of our staff members think that 
they have the answer as to how to clear 
this hurdle. So far, at least, their at- 
tempts to comply with every request for 
a review, and still not give all of their 
free time to studying the books and re- 
hearsing the reviews, have met with 
success. 


Last spring at a review of Nathaniel 
Norsen Weinreb’s The Sorceress, Helga 
H. Eason, Head of the Community Re- 
lations Department mentioned that 
Mr. Weinreb’s new book Esther would 
be out in the fall and that in it would 
be an author’s note praising the Miami 
Public Library for the help it had given 
him in his research. A member of the 
audience immediately asked Mrs. Eason 
to review Esther for the American Asso- 
ciation of University Women in Sep- 
tember. After a terrific hassle to get a 
copy of the book to Miami in time (the 
printing was delayed), the review was 
given from the manuscript backed up 





by voluminous background notes on it 
and Mr. Weinreb’s other two books, 
rushed to Miami by the author. Ac- 
cording to the best library tradition, 
Mrs. Eason stopped her review as the 
blades of the axemen were to come 


down on Esther’s neck, saying that she 
didn’t want to kill the interest in the 
story by completing it. The gasps of 
the stunned listeners not only gave 
Mrs. Eason reason to hope that her au- 
dience would read Esther, but caused 
program chairmen of several other or- 
ganizations to ask for this review. Thus, 
it is possible, because the book chosen 
is worth reading, because it is very dra- 
matic and because it can be slanted to 
suit many audiences, to do an unlimited 
number of reviews of the same book. 
For the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women the research done by 
the author to give this tale of a Per- 
sian scribe many present day implica- 
tions were brought out. She gave a light 
touch to the review stressing not only 
Esther’s feminity but her strength of 
purpose to the YWCA Business and 
Professional Girls. When she spoke 
to the Northshore Hospital’s Blue 
Ladies, she emphasized Esther’s firm de- 
sire to marry only for love, and at the 
Northshore Jewish Center, Esther's 
heroism and the origin of the festival 
of Purim was stressed. Several other 
Jewish groups have asked for reviews 
of this book, and in each case the talk 
will be carefully designed to gain the 
maximum attention’ of the audience. 


Emmie S. Hayes, Head of Technical 
Processes is following the same idea. 
Her review of Ann Morrow Lindbergh's 
Gift of the Sea was so well received by 
the Miami Shores Rotary Club that 
Mrs. Hayes was asked to do the same 
book for the Physicians Wives and for 
the YMCA. And, she too has planned

AT ITS REGULAR quarterly meeting at 
Tallahassee on November 3, the State 
Library Board authorized formulation 
of a plan for Florida’s use of federal 
funds under the Library Services Bill. 
A committee will be named to recom- 
mend a plan for state participation in 
the program embodied in the bill, 
whose passage is expected at the next 
session of Congress. The Board was 
designated by the 1951 Legislature as 
the state agency to administer any fed- 
eral aid to libraries. 

The Board also considered ways and 
means of stimulating lay interest in the 
development and improvement of li- 
brary service in the state. Mrs. Joe H. 
Farrington was asked to present specific 
recommendations for the organization 
of a citizens’ library movement at the 
next meeting, which will be held in 
St. Petersburg on January 11. In addi- 
tion to Mrs. Farrington, the Board 
consists of Mrs. W. Howard Smith, 
Chairman, and Mr. Thomas Dreier.

Mr. A. Gilbert Wright, Curator of 
Exhibits at the Florida State Museum, 
and two members of his staff visited the 
State Library in October to photograph 
material to be used in preparing dis- 
plays for the State Park Board’s Consti- 
tution Park Museum at Port St. Joe.

The code is sold by the 
Hon. R. A. Gray, Secretary of State, 
Tallahassee, but the 1953 edition is out 
of print. The 1955 edition is expected 
to be ready about January. It will be 
issued in three volumes and the price 
will probably be between $18.00. and 
$20.00.

CHAPTER REDESIGNATION 
FOR FLA IN ALA was voted on. Post 
cards were sent out to 308 ALA mem- 
bers in Florida. Vote was taken on 
whether or not FLA, with petition sec- 
ond by FSLA, was favored for redesig- 
nation as a chapter in ALA and wheth- 
er SELA was favored for redesignation 
as a chapter in ALA. 150 cards were 
returned with the following results:

YOU MAY BORROW OUR 
TAPE RECORDINGS

THE FLORIDA EXTENSION LIBRARY 
has recently added another type of 
audio material to its collection of loan 
offerings. We have mentioned our disk 
recordings in this column, both musical 
and spoken. 


Now we want you to know about 
our new tapes. They are recorded on 
magnetic tape at a speed of 714 inches 
per second, and they are 15 minutes in 
length. Although school librarians 
may be most interested, public librar- 
ians also may find many of these tapes 
useful during special hours for children, 
teen-agers, or adults. They cover these 
ares: English, guidance, health, mathe- 
matics, science, social studies and Span- 
ish. The English recordings are chil- 
dren's stories, ranging in interest from 
the primary through the senior high 
school level. You will need your own 
player. 

November was designated this year 
as “get-acquainted-with-your-l ibrar y 
month.” Why not project that idea 
into December, January, and all the 
other months? For Christmas, we have 
“Why the Chimes Rang,” and and at 
Easter time, we can lend you “Easter 
Greetings,” for the children. When the 
circus comes to town, there is “Horses 
—Ringling Brothers, the Greatest 
Show on Earth.” During any month 
of the year, “Personality’s the Thing” 
will be a worthwhile listenable for stu- 
dent or parent; and “Safety on the 
Highway” will be just as useful. The 
almanac forecasters have been telling 
use that this is to be the coldest winter 
in a hundred years. Therefore, for the 
sake of health, perhaps we should all 
listen to “Why Do We Get Sick?” and 
to “None of Us Lives to Himself.” For 
some winter evening, if you have a 
patron bored with commercial tele- 
vision, perhaps “Entertaining Mathe- 
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matics” will give him a life; or “How 
Men Behave” (psychologically, that is) 
or “What do you Believe?” (of rumor 
and superstition). Finally, if you want 
to give a whole evening's party, get out 
your Spanish dance book or invite in a 
local rumba enthusiast, have on hand 
our tapes of Spanish folk and fiesta 
songs, and see if a gay time does not 
ensue. Get your crowd, have in view 
an enticing book display, and they will 
come again! 

These tapes have been selected from 
the educational program of several uni- 
versities, among which are Connecti- 
cut, Indiana, Minnesota, Oklahoma, 
and Oregon. Each recording was made 
under the direction of a specialist in 
the field involved. They meet the re- 
quirements set up by audio-visual ex- 
peris like Edgar Dale, in being clear 
and distinct, bringing out the main 
theme well, having an appropriate vo- 
cabulary and a satisfactory pace. They 
are frankly aimed at students rather 
than general adults. You may have 
some mothers among your patrons who 
have players of their own and would 
like to use some of these recordings 
with their children. 


Radio and television have an ad- 
vantage of immediacy, but the tapes 
have some advantages of their own. 
They are “two-way” communication. 
You cau stop them to answer ques- 
tions; you can go back and re-play to 
clarify a point. You can pre-evaluate 
them before you use them. A catalog 
is available for the asking. 

Two more points should be noted. 
You may re-record these tapes for your 
own use. And finally, another possi- 
bility has been suggested. This library 
is already a depository for the State 
Federation of Garden Clubs’ tape re- 
cordings. If enough librarians in the 
state are recording their own programs 
and would like to exchange their tapes 
with other, we might become their cen- 
ter of exchange. Let us know your 
needs.

7. That recommendations for state 
citations may be made by any Florida 
Library Board, individual board mem- 
ber or Friend, or member of the Florida 
Library Association, and that such 
recommendation shall be accompanied 
by a full record of the nominee’s 
achievements in the library service field. 

8. That a special jury or nominat- 
ing committee consisting of three pub- 
lic librarians and two non-public li- 
brarians be appointed by the Executive 
Board to consider the records of the 
nominees. 

9. That the jury be authorized to 
make no citation in any given year 
when, in its opinion, no sufficiently out- 
standing achievement is brought to its 
attention; or that it be authorized to 
make only one citation. 

10. That records of the nominees 
be presented to the chairman of the 
nominating committee at least three 
months before the meeting of the 
Florida Library Association at which 
the citation is to be made.

They also try to develop in the students 
the standards and characteristics which 
make for success. To do this they en- 
courage them to read the lives of suc- 
cessful people. An early experience of 
Mr. Roger Babson has made the Bab- 
sons, founders of Webber College, sure 
that this is an important and effective 
method. The library furnishes a list of 
biographies for the students to study 
while off campus on a work-study pro- 
gram. These biographies are of people 
who became famous, in their fields, and

basis. Miss Dorothy Darrow was 
appointed to head the new unit. The 
administration limited this experiment 
to schools opening for the first time 
during 1955-1956. 


Committees were appointed to compile 
basic lists for these new schools. Mrs. 
May H. Edmunds, Coordinator of 
Work with Children and Young Peo- 
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ple, Miami Public Library, was chair- 
man of the committee of school 
librarians that chose the list used to 
establish the collections in new elemen- 
tary schools. The junior high school 
list was selected by Dade County’s 22 
junior high librarians. These lists were 
bought for the respective new schools 
and the books were delivered directly 
to the Central Cataloging Unit, which 
had been given quarters in the Text- 
book Warehouse. In these quarters the 
books were classified, cataloged, pro- 
cessed. and from there they were de- 
livered to the new schools, ready to be 
put into immediate circulation. This 
service was given to 3 junior high 
schools, 1 vocational high school, and 
15 elementary centers, 12,000 books 
were cataloged and processed. 

As the $34,000,000 bond issue plans 
develop and needs of new schools are 
met, the Central Cataloging Unit hopes 
to expand to provide service for libra- 
ries already established in the system. 
This means that when librarians are re- 
lieved of the duties of technical pro- 
cessing they can serve as stimulating 
library teachers.

though she is on her own, she will 
profit by the wise suggestions and di- 
rections of the supervising librarian. 


The library performance period be- 
gins the fourth week of the internship 
period. During this period the internee 

1. Assumes full responsibility for the 

library. 

2. Establishes her goals for this period. 


3. Organizes the personnel and desig- 
nates duties and responsibilities of 
others to work with her. (This should 
be done the last day of the first week. ) 


4. Makes a master schedule for all library 
personnel and arranges schedule for 
each individual. 


5. Keeps a daily record of her activities 
according to her schedule and indi- 
cates time, experience, procedure in- 
volved, and evaluation of experience. 
(Evaluates experience in terms of how 
she would perform in her own 
library). 

Rating or Evaluating 
the Library Internee 

It is essential that the library inter- 

nee is evaluated continuously and that 
the supervising librarian point out con- 
tinuously the strong and weak points 
or provide experiences that will enable 
the internee to improve herself. 


Post Field Work Experience 

The post field work experience is 
essentially one of evaluation. The stu- 
dent is given an opportunity to 


1. Reflect on her previous training in 
school librarianship. 

2. Relate this experience to her ability 
to perform. 

3. Project her future plans. 


This period is divided into three 
sequences. The first three days the stu- 
dent spends in finalizing the report un- 
der the direction of the Department 
Consultant. Three typewritten copies 
of the report are made—one for the 
Department, one for the supervising 
librarian, and one retained by the stu- 
dent. The second period is spent set- 
ting the stage for formal classroom 
report. The physical, emotional and 
technical aspects are given in an over- 
all summary of their field work expe- 
rience. The third period is a period of 
classroom reporting, discussion and 
evaluation. 

During the time the student presents 
her report to the class, she submits her 
report for suggestions and criticisms by 
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the students, members of the faculty 
and consultant. 


Summary 


This paper was concerned with plan- 
ning a library internship program for 
the undergraduate major in library 
service similar to the experience plan- 
ned for prospective teachers. Emphases 
were directed toward administration of 
the program, guidance suggestions for 
supervisors and internees, and methods 
of evaluation. 


A planned program of library in- 
ternship should help clarify objectives 
for the experience in ways other than 
the mere “clock-hour” requirement 
often used as the basis for evaluating 
the experience. In this way students, 
supervising librarians and library train- 
ing agencies work cooperatively in 
selecting important points for focusing 
attention on library problems and 
practices.
